DERWOOD 
JUNE PASTURE all ROUND 
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Who Does the Eliminating? 


HE air is being filled with plans, programs, sug- 

gestions, and proposals for the elimination of 
some of the toc many horses now haunting .\mer- 
ican race tracks. “Vhese plans, whether they would 
be effective or not, are an evidence of the gcneral 
concern over a situation which has no casy solu- 
tion, and which seems likely to continue for an 
indefinite number of years. 

State racing commissions have begun to. pass 
rules barring horses which have failed to place in 
a given number of starts. How far this practice 
will spread we can only guess. But, spread as far 
as it may, its effect will be only a trifle better than 
nil. The horses barred from one state will simply 
reweat to another. And if, by some wild chance, 
it turned out that all states passed a similar rule, 
they are still producing so many horses that the 
situation would be altered only by running the 
poor ones through their red-ink routine at a slight- 
ly higher rate, 

Unfortunately, when there are too many 
horses there are too many horses pertod. Even il 
several new states become hungry for revenuc and 
legalize pari-mutuels, there will still be too many 
horses. Most of the states which have come into 
racing in recent years are encouraging the breed- 
ing of more ‘Thoroughbreds on the one hand and 
deploring the problem of overproduction on the 
other. No elimination plan and no combination of 
elimination plans will be cflective in undoing what 
has been done. 

People breed race horses largely because they 
enjoy doing so, and so long as they can allord it 
they cheerfully balance off a current financial loss 
against a future hope. Many of them never expect 
to “get even,” but hope only for the gratification 
of having raised a few good horses. In some cases 
they are willing to gamble at long odds simpiy 
because it is only the long-odds gamble which is 
within their means. It would be out of line with 
the open sporting tradition of the ‘Turl to dis- 
courage them with artificial hindrances. 

Actually, no matter how excellent the ideas 
proposed or put into action, the problem of climi- 
nation remains in the hands of the race track man- 
agement, or, more specifically, in the hands of the 
racing secretary. It is he who decides the propor- 
tion of a track’s distribution which will go to poor, 
moderate, and good horses. If he decides, as he 
sometimes does, that the poorest horses are the 
“backbone of racing,” and hence must have the 
strongest support, he automatically lessens the 
worth of moderate and good racers by taking aw \ 
their potential earings. 


The condition book, of course, is not the work 
of one man. It may be that one man writes it 
down, but even so it is the product of the dicta- 
tion of many men, principally the trainers who 
‘Trainers, taking 


come across from the stable area. 


them as a group, appear to have resolved that the 
best way to write the conditions for a race is to 
start out with the word claiming. When questioned 
as to their preference for the claiming race, they 
will almost invariably report that a claiming price 
is the best way to keep the opposition “honest.” 
‘They cannot trust the racing secretary to write a 
condition race which might ‘be won by somebody 
else. If our standards of “honesty on the Turf are 
-o low that only the claiming race can be trusted, 
we are in for a period when the quality of our 
owners will be more of a problem that the quantity 
of our horses, 

The trend last year and this has been back- 
ward toward a stifling percentage of claiming races. 
Since the war the old slogan, “Better purses for 
better horses,” has scarcely been mentioned. But it 
holds the key to the only reasonable exit from our 
present difficulty. 

Several of our racing secretaries—perhaps most 
of them—would like to write something besides 
claiming, claiming, claiming, claming. At the up- 
state Saratoga meeting Mr. John B. Campbell man- 
aged to get by with only 85 claimers, or 50.6 per 
cent of the 168 flat races run, plus 25 per cent of 
the 2 steeplechase and hurdle races. He had, on 
the flat, 30 allowance, 20 maiden and fixed weights, 
17 stakes, 7 classified handicaps, -+ overnight handi- 
caps, + graded handicaps, one graded allowance 
race, 

But that was at Saratoga, where Mr. Camp- 
bell could work with very good horses and with 
the group of owners and trainers least convinced 
that the welfare of their own stables and of racing 
in general is dependent on the claiming race. M 
most other courses the racing secretaries will find 
it all but impossible to limit their claiming races 
to half the program, unless and until a larger pro- 
portion of horsemen come to understand that the 
basic problem is too many claiming races, 

An increase in the percentage of races under 
non-claiming conditions would not, of course, 
make any immediate correction of the current over- 
supply of horses. But it would do much to give 
better opportunities to better horses and hence, by 
taking a few opportunities away from the cheapest, 
would do more toward the elimination of the worst 
than all the artificial plans which may be devised. 

The owners of cheap horses woult not be hurt 
by such a change, nor would their breeders. The 
only horses which would be crowded out by such 
a change are those which, under any circum- 
stances, represent a net loss—a considerable net loss. 
It is hardly a cruelty to ask that a man content 
himself with a slightly smaller number of deficits. 

At any rate, if we are going to “eliminate” 
by passing rules, let the rules either fix the upper 
limit of the number of claiming races or remove 
the necessity for maintaining so many over-age 
“policemen” on the tracks.

Dade had to walk a quarter-mile 
to the train exit. and by the time he 
got there. of course. the race was over 
and the crowd was pouring out and most 
of the seats were taken. 

So he stormed into the office one day.

After the Ala- 
bama Stakes I reported this Adile as the 
wife of this Mahmoud, but Mrs. Jeffords 
says that this invests the relationship with 
a respectability which the situation did 
not appear to deserve. 

Even so. the Adile in the book was no 
faster than the Adile which won the Ala- 
bama Stakes. After the first six furlongs. 
that is. She was the favorite. too, partly 
because she’d won the Monmouth Oaks, 
and partly because she appeared under 
the tutelage of one Edward Arcaro, who 
is known to be a fair hand with a horse 
when there are blue chips. 

Adile. conspicuous in the field because 
of her color. ran last of eleven past the 
five-furlong-pole. The nearest thing to her 
was Gaffery. and Adile went past her 
inside, and had a half-mile to go when 
she set out for the others. Eddie ran the 
risk of being blocked, of course. but he 
took the shortest way home. and _ passed 
everything in the field on the inside ex- 
cept Plunder. which was four lengths 
ahead when Adile got clear of the others. 
The roan filly went out for that one, and 
bore down. 

It turned out that Arcaro, who usually 
rides at 114 or 115, had spent some hours 
in the steam baths to take off enough to 
make the 112 which Adile had to carry. 
If he hadn't. Adile wouldn’t have ‘got any- 
thing. because she needed every ounce she 
got off. Her big run came to an end at 
the furlong-pole—she’d been pouring it 
on for three furlongs—just as she headed 
Plunder. The latter had been running at 
the pace all the way. and | don’t think 
either of them had much left except cour- 
age. They fought it out willingly. and 
Adile’s margin at the end could have 
been no more than three or four inches. 
As you'll gather. it was a cracking good 
race to watch.

The Del Mar Scene Surveyed; 
Development of an Official 


Det Mar 

Just like it says in the song that Bing 
Crosby made famous, folks don’t mind 
taking a train, a plane, or a car to Del 
Mar these days. O. L. McKenney, assist- 
ant general manager of the track. can 
produce a survey that not only proves 
this but contains a lot of other interest- 
ing facts. 

McKenney found out that 70 per cent 
of the persons at Del Mar each after- 
noon are from Los Angeles. and they are 
going to improve the breed even if they 
have to travel 110 miles a day to do it. 
His survey also shows that on weekdays 
an average of 650 persons ride the spe- 
cial trains from Los Angeles to Del Mar, 
another 400 travel to the track by bus. 
and three or four DC-3’s, plus eight or ten 
smaller aircraft. fly to the seaside course. 
On Saturdays the average goes up to 
1,500 commuters by train, and 1.000 via 
bus. 

On the whole, attendance is up 10 per 
cent over last summer and wagering 
shows an increase of almost 3 per cent. 
McKenney credits it to a number of 
things—the fact that Los Angeles news- 
papers. for the first time in years, publish 
two-column charts and handicaps on Del 
Mar races: a better grade of Thorough- 
breds: a recent hot spell in Los Angeles; 
and even the fire that destroyed Holly- 
wood Park last May. Of the 70 per cent 
of the persons who are here from Los 
Angeles, 2.000 or more have rented places 
here for the duration of the racing sea- 
son. 

Last summer at Del Mar the average 
customer wagered $64 during an_after- 
noon, but he is a little more cautious this 
vear. The average has come down to $59. 
Mr. A. Customer also spends $1.25 dur- 
ing the afternoon for food and drinks. 
and 92 per cent of the people buy a pro- 
gram. For every automobile that drives 
into the grounds there are 3.8 customers— 
this is a trick you can do only in a sur- 
vey—and 10 per cent of the cars wear 
out-of-state license plates. McKenney 
avers there are millionaires who have oil 
wells working for them in Texas and 
Oklahoma vacationing here for the rac- 
ing season. 


Del Mar was not built along the gen-

METAMORPHOSIS. In four post- 
war boom years, James J. Tunney (the 
racing official, not the one-time fighting 
Marine) has come all the way from the 
status of a football coach to a presiding 
steward in California. That is progress, 
although some sophomores may disagree. 

Down where the Turf meets the surf 
at old Del Mar, Tunney is the presiding 
steward. Four years ago Jim had never 
seen a horse race, and had an idea blue- 
grass was something to use when you ran 
out of rye. 

He owes his start in racing to Carleton 
Burke. presiding steward and director of 
racing at Santa Anita. Burke was well 
aware of the need of new and young of- 
ficials in California, and wanted someone 
who was accustomed to making split- 
second decisions and dealing with his 
fellow-men. 

He didn’t know Tunney from Shake- 
speare, but he knew Jim’s reputation as a 
high school football coach, administrator

and top Rose Bowl official. As it turns 
out, Burke’s experiment has been a suc- 
cess. In Tunney, racing has a top young 
official who is still calling ’em as he 
sees ’em. 

Probably the most interesting part of 
the Tunney story is how, in those four 
years, he acquired enough knowledge of 
racing to fill the position of presiding 
steward. That, too, is Burke’s doing. The 
first day Jim reported for work, Burke 
laid out a plan to give him the accumu- 
lated knowledge of men who have been 
in racing for years. 

Every morning when horses schooled at 
the gate, Tunney was there to watch. 
When the jockeys’ school was started at 
Santa Anita. Jim sat in as a supervisor. 
When the stewards met to confer on yes- 
terday’s happenings or the day’s possible 
developments, Tunney was invited to come 
in, pull up a chair and listen. He was 
given jobs as a patrol judge, an assistant 
in the performance observers department, 
and told to mix as much as possible with 
owners, trainers and clockers. He made 
the rounds of the clockers each morning. 

Tunney is now 43. He is a graduate 
of Loyola University. of Los Angeles, 
where he: lettered in football, basketball, 
and baseball. Immediately after his grad- 
uation, he thought he might like to make 
a career of baseball and signed with the 
Oakland Acorns of the Pacific Coast 
League. They farmed him out as a third

It was fast enough. Calumet Farm’s 
Ponder turned the mile and a quarter in 
2:0025. This faster than ten fur- 
longs had ever been run at Washington 
Park, and faster than any 3-vear-old had 
ever run it anywhere. or so it is said. 

In winning the Derby. Ponder reassert- 
ed a Calumet practice. for Whirlaway. 
Fervent. and Citation previously had car- 
ried it off for the devil red and blue. It 
also was the third time Warren Wright's 
stable had succeeded in the Kentucky 
Derby-American Derby double—Whirl- 
and Citation were earlier vehicles. 
There were other similarities: it was the 
second consecutive Saturday that a Calu- 
met horse had a Washington 
Park track record. and in the case of 
Ponder it was just a question of substitut- 
ing one name for another. The record he 
lowered by one-fifth of a second had be- 
Fervent. which set it up in 
1947 and in so doing had moved it away 
from Armed (2:01). also from the Calu- 
met stable.

The race was set up as a record-break- 
er for a colt like Ponder.

It 
was not likely that either of these colts 
could hold his speed for the mile and a 
quarter of the Derby, but there seemed 
chance that a strong finisher, 
carried along in their eddy. might turn 
the early foot to his advantage.

The pace was not scorching. but it was 
attritive, as Ky. Colonel and Johns Joy 
were to learn. Ky. Colonel led for three 
quarters in 1:1185. Johns Joy finished the 
mile in 1:3675. In quarters it was :23. 
22345. :2445. and :2445. The fifth quarter. 
the one in which Ponder gobbled up the 
pacemakers, was run in :24. He had won 
the Arlington Classic with a last-quarter 
sprint in :2525. and the Kentucky Derby 
with a final quarter in :25%5.

It was Middleground’s last race of the 
year. After the Hopeful it was announced 
that both front ankles had been bother. 
ing him and that he will be fired in the 
hope of minimizing the effect of incipient 
osselets. 

While planners attempted to figure out 
a way of disposing of the glut of older 
horses which burden American 
tracks, the aged Boston Man _ stamped 
out any notion that because a horse is 
eleven, he’s enfeebled. The son of Bos. 
tonian belied his 1938 foaling date by 
outgaming a field of younger upstarts in 
the 1,';-mile Governor’s Cup Handicap, 
at Cleveland’s Randall Park on August 
27. During the race he ran a gamut that 
portrayed his entire career: never quite 
last (although for half a mile or more 
he was 13th of 14) he was almost not 
quite first. But he made it by a nose 
over South Dakota, celebrated in the 
provinces as the holder of the world ree- 
ord for a mile and 70 yards. 

People with long memories can recall 
that Boston Man, now owned by Mrs. 
J. D. S. Coleman. won the Potomac Handi- 
cap over Market Wise and Cape Cod when 
he was a young fellow of three. Then 
followed a career with as many _ peaks 
and valleys as a parlay player’s. Un- 
placed at two. he was unraced at five and 
seven, a winner at six, eight, and nine, 
an unrewarded oldster at ten. Now he 
again is a stakes winner, and he is also 
a sire, being represented this year by two 
winners. The Governor’s Cup, which is 
Ohio’s only stakes race so far this vear, 
was Boston Man’s 88th start, 26th win. 
His earnings have reached $48,350. 

He was, as might be supposed, held 
at long odds—$35.60 to $1. His running 
mate in the Coleman—Simpson entry was 
Certified, his 4-year-old half brother, 
which finished 13th.

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BRUNER TO CORNELL 


Dr. Dorsey W. Bruner, one of the lead- 
ing investigators in the fields of equine 
virus abortion and jaundiced foals, has 
accepted the position as head of the bac- 
teriological section at the New York State 
Veterinary College, at Cornell University. 
For the last 12 years, except for Army 
service in World War II, he has been a 
researcher at the University of Kentucky’s 
Department of Animal Pathology of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station. The 
change will be effective September 1. 

Dr. Bruner received his bachelor’s de- 
gree at Albright College and his Ph. D. 
at Cornell. After receiving his doctorate 
he remained at Cornell in a_ teaching 
position and continued his studies, event- 
ually receiving the Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine degree. 

At the University of Kentucky, with 
which he became associated after receiv- 
ing the D. V. M. dezree, he worked under 
Dr. W. W. Dimock and Dr. F. E. Hull, 
the present head of the department, 
Several of his papers have been published 
in THe Broop-Horse. 

Work at the Kentucky school on virus 
abortion, jaundiced foals, salmonella abor- 
tion, and in other fields in which Dr. 
Bruner was interested will be continued. 
Dr. E. R. Doll, who has been associated 
with the work on equine virus abortion, 
will maintain further research on it. Mrs. 
James Hopson, laboratory technician who 
has assisted Dr. Bruner in the jaundiced 
foal investigations, will continue to type 
blood and render service to breeders 
until Dr. Bruner’s successor has been 
appointed. 

At Cornell, Dr. Bruner will do some 
teaching, but his work will be mainly 
along research lines. Among other activ- 
ities he wili continue his studies of equine 


blood. 


MOVING EYE 


A traveling movie camera will be used 
during the Bay Meadows fall meeting to 
photograph races in their entirety. Mount- 
ed on a mono-rail which carries it in 
front of the field, inside the inner rail 
and from 12 to 15 feet above the ground, 
the camera will provide a record of an 
entire race and will eliminate time de- 
lays and splicing problems encountered 
in cameras mounted on towers at various 
places around the track. It was developed 
by Robert Oswald and Earl Foreman, 
of San Mateo. The camera and its hous- 
ing are about a foot square. Tne ap- 
paratus, regulated by remote control, will 
travel about 150 feet ahead of the horses.

“No, it’s not my health,” 
said Mr. Tanner, “but I have reached the 
point where I do not have enough energy 
to spread over a large number of activ. 
ities. I have to cut out my business or 
cut out my horses, and I am giving up 
the latter.”

“However, that was not my first 
purchase of a race horse,” said Mr. Tan- 
ner.

league. 

A season there was enough to convince 
Tunney he was in the wrong sport. So 
he quit the diamond to coach football and 
baseball at Lincoln high, in Los Angeles. 
At the time he left the Los Angeles pub- 
lic school system, Tunney was vice-prin- 
cipal at Fremont high, and he still offici- 
ates in Rose Bowl football games. 

Jim probably has overlooked one or 
two instances of rough riding. but even 
the veterans miss a violation of the rules 
once in a while. There was one case in 
particular where Major J. S. came over 
in the final sixteenth. shut off Sea 
Sturgeon and forced him to take un. The 
next day. after reviewing the films. Maior 
J. rider was suspended, but for 
something that happened in a race later 
in the day; not the slightest mention was 
made of what he had committed to Sea 
Sturgeon. This reporter. thinking perhaps 
he had better consult an oculist. went 
down to have a look at the pictures of the 
race first. Sure enough. Sea Sturgeon was 
blocked just as plainly as could be. How 
they missed that one, Tl never know. 
Owner Charley Howard and Trainer Bur- 
ley Parke are probably wondering the 
same thing. 


F. FOR FRED. Some time ago Cali- 
fornia race tracks came up with a really 
good idea. only they should have carried 
it a bit further. 

Hollywood Park began the practice of 
printing a jockev’s full name. rather than 
his initials. on programs. Thus. instead 
of J. Longden. it became John Longden; 
instead of E. Arearo. it was Edward 
Arearo. and so on. The practice has been 
followed by other courses throughout the 
country. 

However. the names of owners still ap- 
pear on the programs simply by initials. 
It seems ridiculous. for instance. to read 
where a horse is owned by F. Astaire. but 
ridden by Michael Caffarella. Perhaps the 
tracks can find room on their programs 
to dignify the owners and trainers. as 
well as the riders. 


TWO-STATE YEARLINGS. Kentucky 
hardboots won't care for it any more than 
they would a Scotch highball. but Dr. 
Frank Porter Miller. of Riverside. Calif.. 
believes horses grow bieger and stronger 
out here than they do in the Blue Grass 
country. 

For many years Dr. Miller boarded 
most of his mares and yearlings in Ken- 
tucky. Last January. he purchased the 
historic Runnymede Farm, in Paris. Ky.. 
and has 18 mares there now. Because of 
the proximity of outstanding stallions. he 
believes it is the only place to breed a 
good horse. But when the foals have 


been weaned, he ships them to California 
where, he just as strongly believes, the 
sunshine makes them grow bigger and 
better. 

One thing for sure. his horses get in 
a lot of travelling. When they are year- 
lings, Dr. Miller ships them across coun- 
try again to the annual sales at Saratoga 
and he has eight there now that will be 
sold on the evening of August 11. They 
are big. sturdy youngsters, accustomed to 
being out in the field 24 hours a day. 
This reporter’s own choices are a_ bay 
colt by the late *Sir Gallahad 3rd out 
of the Questionnaire mare Best Family. 
and a chestnut colt by the Futurity win- 
ner Some Chance out of *Gamine. by 
Colorado Kid. Last summer at Saratoga. 
Dr. Miller sold nine yearlings for $49,000. 

A few weeks ago. Dr. Miller invited 
the Turf writers of Los Angeles to his 
ranch to help him do away with a Ken- 
tucky ham. air-expressed from Paris for 
the occasion. The ranch is three miles 
west of Riverside, but you would never 
find it without a map, which was though: 
fully provided each of the scribes. The 
place is a mile or so off the main high- 
way. completely surrounded by eucalyptus 
trees. and you keep wondering how you 
managed to get lost—with a map in your 
hand—when you look up and there it is. 

The paddocks are large enough, but 
the house—or rather the three houses— 
are fairly small, and pretty much _ lost 
among the tall trees. The main building 
was the original home of the Innes shoe 
family. To one side is an abandoned reser- 
voir that gets a lot of use as a ‘swim- 
ming pool, and to another side are a 
couple of dozen kennels. 

Before he began raising Thoroughbreds. 
Dr. Miller fancied purebred dogs and is 
still considered an outstanding authority 
on most of the 107 recognized breeds in 
the country. He was leaving the next 
morning, in fact. to judge a show in Seat- 
tle. He looks forward to these trips, and 
considers them a remunerative way of 
spending a vacation and travelling around 
the country, which he loves. From each 
trip, he usually comes back with another 
dog to add to the kennels. 

When he isn’t raising Thoroughbreds 
or judging dog shows. Dr. Miller is south- 
ern California’s outstanding chest spe- 
cialist. Three days a week, he motors from 
Riverside to his offices in downtown Los 
Angeles, and three other days he spends 
with patients at his sanatorium in Mon- 
rovia, near the foothills and the Santa 
Anita race track. 

Every Thoroughbred Dr. Miller raises 
is for sale. He used to race a small stable. 
consisting mostly of platers. but gave it 
up in 1941. He found that it was more 
fun to breed horses, raise them and sell 
them, and let someone else take over 
from there.

The oldest horse in the field, Boston Man was 
foaled April 25, 1938, at Thomas Piatt’s Brook- 
dale Farm, Lexington, where his dam, Candy May, 
was being boarded by Mrs. H. T. Archibald. He 
has had an assorted career: a stakes winner at 
three (Potomac Handicap, beating Market Wise 
and Cape Cod) and second to Blue Pair in the 
Constitution Handicap, he earned nothing at two, 
being unplaced in both his starts. At nine he 
was third to Prognosis and Agrarian-U in the 
Benker Hill Handicap. 

At four he had another fruitless season, winning 
none of his 11 starts and earning just over $1,000. 
At six he won one race, but at five and seven 
he didn’t even start. At eight and nine he started 
a total of 40 times, which was more than the total 
for his first six years of eligibility. Last year, at 
ten, he started four times, got no placings, no 
money. And now, at 11, he has four wins and 
two seconds from nine starts, including a stakes 
win. 

Meanwhile he has done stud duty, and has two 
crops of foals of racing age, six from the 1946 
crop and 11 from the 1947 crop.

Sunday Evening was foaled February 17, 1949, 
at Greentree Farm, Lexington, the establishment 
owned by John Hay Whitney and his sister, Mrs.

Strik- 
ing, however, may have been a little below her 
best form. She appeared to have lost weight 


since the Schuylerville and was very nervous in 
the paddock. 


The sister to Busher and Mr. Busher was out 
of the gate with her usual fine speed, but she 
could not withstand the Greentree filly in the 
drive. Sunday Evening lay fourth most of the 
way, was taken to the outside on the turn. She 
is the first stakes winner for her dam, Drowsy, 
winner of the Ashland Stakes, and is her sixth 
winner from six foals. Drowsy died last Septem- 
ber. 

Sunday Evening’s win was the third Spinaway 
victory for Greentree, which won the race in 
1929 with Goose Egg and in 1932 with Easy Day.

The yearling which took the longest 
time to sell was the gray *Benagi—Red 
Duster colt from Garrett S. Claypool’s 
Brookwood Farm, Lexington. Auctioneer 
George Swinebroad had some extra time 
because of the large number of with- 
drawals from the August 16 session. and 
about ten minutes of it was taken up by 
this colt, a beautifully finished animal. 
Half a dozen times reluctant $100 raises 
came just as the hammer was about to 
fall. The show, thoroughly enjoyed by the 
crowd, finally stopped at $6,100. 


Some very comprehensive sales notes 
were made on celluloid by Bernard Liv- 
ingston, a young cameraman who shot 
movies of various stages of auction pro- 
cedure. The resulting film story will be 
released by Fasig-Tipton for showing be- 
fore groups interested in Thoroughbreds.

at A. S. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, White 
Post, Va.. as THe Bioop-Horse had sup- 
posed. 


He reported also that Macie Margaret, 
which had been sent to Meadowview to 
be bred to *Easton. subsequently died, 
Growing Up won the Betsv Ross Stakes, 
was second to Greek Ship in the Mayflow- 
er Stakes. The Blood-Horse account of 
the Betsy Ross was headed ‘“Maxim’s 
First.” since Growing Up is the first stakes 
winner for the stallion.

The yearlings bought by the King 
Ranch probably will go to Texas to be 
broken, according to Howard Rouse, 
manager of the Kentucky branch of the 
establishment. “Mr. Kleberg likes for 
them to breathe some Texas air and get 
some Texas sand in their feet.” he ex- 
plained. 


Cups for the Keeneland Sales Colt and 
Gelding Stakes and the Keeneland Sales 


Filly Stakes were on display at the sales 
pavilion. The handsome silver trophies 
go to the winners of events to be raced 
at Keeneland this fall. As originally an. 
nounced last year, colts (and geldings) 
and fillies sold at the 1948 Keeneland 
Summer Sales are eligible automatically, 
The purse to the winner in each event 
is not less than 1] percent of the gross 
sales totals for colts and_ fillies. 
tively, at last year’s summer auctions. 
This means $19.097 for the colt and geld. 
ing stakes. $8.870 for the filly stakes. 
Keeneland Race Course is to add at least 
$5.000 to each race, which. added to the 
starting fees ($500 for colts and geldings, 
$250 for fillies). is divided among. the 
second, third, and fourth 
60-30-10 basis.

Tt often happens that when a misun- 
derstanding arises as to the high bidder 
for a yearling, a re-opening of the bid. 
ding leads to an increased sales price. 
But not so with Woodvale Farm’s colt by 
Unbreakable—Florence M. After he ay- 
parently had been sold for $3.000, a ques- 
tion arose as to the high bidder—one man 
who apparently had been  dverlooked 
asked for a recount. So the colt was sold 
again, but by this time one of the con- 
tenders had left the sales pavilion, and 
on the next round the hammer fell at 
$2,600. 


The highest-priced filly of the sales. 
Coldstream Stud’s *Bull Dog—Spotted 
Beauty yearling, went into the ring with 
a laceration on her left hind pastern. She 
was sold under the representation that 
the cut was superficial and would not 
affect her racing ability. Coldstream 
agreed to take her back to the farm after 
she was bought. treat her. and turn her 
over to the buyer in first-class condition. 
If she proved to be unsound after treat- 
ment, the sale would be eanceled. — Evi- 
dently the injury didn’t scare the buyers 
—J. P. (Sammy) Smith had to go to 
$24.500 to get her. 


Just before each session of selling be- 
gins at Keeneland a coin is flipped te 
determine whether Doc Bond or George 
Swinebroad is the auctioneer for the first 
half of the session. As the coin fell this 
year, nearly all the highest-priced young- 
sters were sold by Bond. who sometimes 
had to accept dozens of $100 raises from 
the reluctant bidders. Swinebroad. in 
selling Miss Mildred Woolwine’s _ half 
brother to Ace Admiral. got an opening 
bid of $10.000. moved up quickly to 
$26.000. There the bidding stalled and 
seemed likely to end. But he coaxed the 
bidders out of small raises, largely $100 
at a time, until the price got to $32,509. 
Frank Rosen’s Palatine Stable got him. 
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Ed Heinemann, Washington’s counter- 
part of Maryland’s Humphrey Finney, 
bought four yearlings at Lexington last 
year for J. P. Seabeck, of Tacoma, who 
liked them so well that he sent Heine- 
mann back for more. Ed found most of 
the choices going beyond his limit, got 
oly one yearling for Mr. Seabeck. 


Busy as usual, Humphrey S. Finney 
made several purchases for himself and 
others. The Questionnaire—Little Sphinx 
filly consigned by Ira Drymon was bought 
for Larry MacPhail. A gray colt by 
Snark—Reigh Duchess, from the E. K. 
Thomas consignment, was bought by Mr. 
Finney for his own account, later was 
resold to Trainer Henry Forrest. 

Mr. Finney represented Whitney Stone 
in buying Mrs. Ames out of the Villa 
Farm dispersal for the Morven Stud at 
Charlottesville, Va. The stakes-winning 
mare, barren for 1950 and with a brown 
colt by Unbreakable at side, brought 
$18,100. At this price she is one of the 
most expensive recruits to the Morven 
band of mares. Her purchase is evidence 
of Mr. Stone’s intention to replace the 
older mares of the Virginia establishment 
with excellent younger stock. 


Donita M., another of the top mares 
of the Villa Farms sale, went to Charles 
E. Nelson, a Maryland breeder who sold 
at Keeneland this year for the first time. 


The sales were preceded, on the Sun- 
day, by a very pleasant party given by 
Mrs. Roy Carruthers, John D. Hertz, and 
A. B. Hancock, Jr. Several hundred 
gathered in the Keeneland club house for 
lunch, later moved to the barns to inspect 
the yearlings. 


The weather during the sales period in 
Kentucky as nearly everywhere else in 
the country, was intensely hot. The sales 
pavilion itself was kept comfortable by 
air-conditioning, and the hotels had more 
air-conditioned rooms than ever before. 
As soon as the sales were over a general 
rain cooled the area and the night tem- 
peratures dropped into the low 60’s. 


One of the leading consignments, that 
of Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek 
Stud, included four fillies which already 
had been named, apparently in the expec- 
tation that they would not be sold by auc- 
tion. In each case it was announced that 
if the purchaser wished to change the 
name, the fee to The Jockey Club would 
be paid by Stoner Creek. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hertz, following their practice of recent 
years, consigned some of their yearlings 
to the auction market and offered all the 
others tor sale privately. The ones which 
remain unsold will go into the racing 
stable.

This year, on Saturday morn- 
ing, August 20, 65 head passed through 
the ring for a total of $201.050. However. 
eight head failed to reach the prices their 
consignors wished and were announced 
as “not sold.” The remaining 57 lots 
brought a total of $145.100, average 
$2,546. 

One of the horses “not sold” was Miss 
Disco, Sidney S. Schupper’s excellent race 
mare by Discovery. Mr. Schupper’s price 
on the mare was $40,000. The highest 
bona fide bid for her was $31,000. An- 
nouncer H. S. Finney, acting for the con- 
signor, bid $31,500, and when a further 
raise failed to appear there 
was no sale. 

Highest price of the sale was the $18,500 
paid for J. M. Roebling’s 3-year-old Har- 
bourton. Largest consignment was the 
14 head sold by the Paragon Stable.
